THE HARBOUR'S DANGERS, 
Last year we wrote aoveral articles 
urging that something should be done 
towards rendering the borbour sufer for 
shipping. Among the arguments we 
advanced was the increasing tendency

vessels, Atthe time we wrote when- 
ever a vessel of any size was berthed at 
Kowloon- her screw churned up vast 
quantities of mud and it was obvious, 
even to the layman, that there was an 
insufficient, or only just sufficient, depth 
of water. In reply to those articles the 
Government made public a report which 
stated that the harbour had been care- 
fully surveyed and thot no danger 
existed. The grounding of the Pera 
yesterday shows either that this report 
was too optimistic, or, which is more 
likely, that’ changes have taken place 
in the harbour bed since the survey was 
made, There is nothing to be gained 
in arguing against facts and we have no 
doubt that the Gorernment will now 
realise the necessity for dredging the 
channels that are silted up. This we 
trust will be done in no partial manner. 
With- 
out it Hongkong would cease to be— 
Therefore the 
Government should spare no expense {o

All 
this seems to indicate that tho officials, 
whatever their personal wishes may be, 
ave expected and indeed compelled, to 
take the matter seriously and» seo that 
the provisions of the anti-opium edict 
are carried into force. 


Still the great fight rages at Homo on 
the question to drink or not to~-drink 
The disagreements of doctors havo 
formed the subject for many pleasant 
quips and, on the alcohol question, they 
are affording opportunities for many 
more. Not 50 long ago a number of 
well known British medical men issued 
a manifesto which filled the hearts of 
the total abstinence brigade with de- 
light.

This naturally aroused the doctors who 
consider that, in certain circumstances, 
St. Paul was right in his. commendation 
of an inward application of wine, They 
issued a counter manifesto to show that 
their adversaries were entirely wrong.

on Monday. At.o meeting of the British 
Medical’ Association: - recently Dr Davy, 
the President, had | ing to say on 
the matter. Here is a report of his 
utterance, from the “Standard ":— 
Dr Davy, while admitting that the ovits 
in crime and disease arising from the 
excessive use of alcohol demanded tho 
attention of every Englishman, - more 
especially as the drink habit was in- 
‘exeasing amongst wonien in; England, 
proceeded to criticise the 
ance advocates, whose -digdments, he 
said, not unfrequeutly. consisted of 
“unscientific twaddle” Lessons on 
the abuse of alcohol should be given in 
our schools, and the children should be 
taught that alechol was not necessary for 
muscular work. But, he continued, to 
go on and tell them, as is done in some 
Amorican schools, that you are morally 
wrong in drinking 4 glass of wine, and 
that to do so is taking poison, is un- 
scientific twaddle, ‘and -is absolutely 
wrong. If that is what they are going 
to be taught, ho, for one, preferred to 
teach them nothing at all. Continuing, 
Dr Davy admitted a liking for port wine, 
of which he said his great-uncle had 
never drunk leas than 8 bottle every day 
of his life, and ho bad lived to within 
four months of being o hundrod yeara 
old. Two or threo pints of beer a day 
would not injure one-any more than tea. 
Light heer containing only 2} per cent. 
of alcohol, along with bread and choeso, 
was scientifically better than the bread, 
tea and jam which now constituted the 
dietary of so many children.. At the 
same time, said Dr Davy, he’ never Tee 
conimended tho" use of ‘alcohol © to a

CHINA FOR THE CHINESE. 


A Manufacturing Scheme, 

tt appears that some Shanghai and Chin- 
Kang business mon havo decided'te open 
in Hankow a large manufactory for the out- 
put of all materinls necessary for the build. 
ing of a railway, so that Chinese shall have 
an opportunity of producing thero thin 
instead of being compolled to buy them from 
Japan or from some other country. How 
long this pian has beon maturing is not 
shown but that thero is vitality in thé 
achome seoms to appear from the fact that 
appeals have been sént on to Peking for 
permission to erect tho- necessary plant. 

J Ab’ this juncture, , tho--Viceroy. of the 
Tro Hus has intervened, and wishes to 
establish another manufactory which 
apparently shall be in competition with 
this, evon ifs it doos ‘not prevent its 
establishment. The Viceroy has been 
:telegraphing to the high’ officiala of the 
four ’ Provinces who may bo’ expected, 
sooncroriater to be intorested in Ue achemo. 
He has sorit to the Viceroys ofthe Tio 
Kwang, and of Szecheun, as well as’ to tho 
Railway officints of Hunan, and asked 
thom to join him in trying to sot up an 
oppasition..manufactory, : 

His argument is that whilst itis better 
for the Shanghai and tho Chinkiang 
millionaires to’ build. the place and 
manufacture the things necessary for the 
building of tho railway than-it. is to allow 
the funds of Chinn to go to, outside 
countries, it will be better still for each’ of 
the four Provinces interested to have a 
shnvo in those manufactories than to allow 
them to bo built by a Shanghai firm who 
will without doubt do. everything in order 
to make money. -The Vieoroy wants the 
soveral Provinces interested, each to raiso 
by: loan 10,000 tuels, which will. add to 
40,000, and with this:sum tho necessary 
plant can be put down, . 

The scheme seomes at present io bo ina 
crude stage, and the motive of the Viceroy 
scems to be to arrange 50 that. tho officials 
shal] havea hand in ‘the pie and therofare- 
have a shnto-of the plums which he thinks 
will sooner or later fall to the lot of thosa 
who are fortunate onough to be on’the 
controlling Board of this now venture. 

What this iaterferonce will evontuate in
